Wood Construction 
Used In Project

I lolly day said recently that New 
Orleans "probably will become the 
shining light iu America in the 
next six months as far as slum re 
habilitation work is concerned.**

the Home Builders Association and 
local suppliers of building mater 
lain. 
NABB spokesmen say "the proj 
set will be used to Illustrate what 
can be done to run-down, decayed 
housing if city officials will take 
time to study tho program and go 
to work on It,** 
A similar study in New Orleans 
says the NA1IB, has uncovered the
